Roy William Witting passed 
away in the Brooks Hospital Wed¬ 
nesday, Feb. 10, at the age of 68 
years.

Rural Fire Protection 

One of the great needs for rural areas, efficient 
protection from fire losses, appears to be a strong 
possibility in the Wetaskiwin district before too long. 

The Leduc patterns of operation used for the past 
year by one of the first rural fire protection organiza¬ 
tions in the province, seems to be a sound one. The 
local fire department mans the truck and trained 
farmer-firemen meet it at the scene of a fire. Mem¬ 
bers of ihe association receive the service free and 
non-members are served for a fee but the range of 
the truck is, of necessity, limited since it must not 
.stray too far from the territory which supports it. 

Fortunately farm fires are infrequent and it may 
appear to be unnecessary to spend a lot of money on 
a fire-fighting unit. What appeals most to practical- 
minded farmers is the preventive work that goes 
hand-in-glove with the equipment. Knowing that it is 
available to serve them, farmers are encouraged to 
provide on their property, fire stations that can save 
them thousands of dollars loss in case of fire. A suf¬ 
ficient water supply easily accessible, cable, axes and 
other inexpensive equipment in a marked place where 
they can be found quickly, even if the owner is ab¬ 
sent, are required for these fire stations. 

Regular visits to the farm homes of members by 
volunteer farmer-firemen with a view to checking 
and improving fire prevention and fire stations, as 
well as the quickest and best route between city and 
farm, are part and parcel of the service. 

The original membership fees, which must cover 
the cost of the equipment, are fairly heavy but subse¬ 
quent annual fees are inconsequential. 

From the long-range view the cost is very low 
and we believe that local farmers will support the 
plan when it is presented later this year by the or¬ 
ganizing committee.

BY-LAW No. 375 


EXCERPT RE: GENERAL PRECAUTIONS 
AGAINST FIRE & BURNING OF RUBBISH 

SECTION 2:— 

(1) No waste paper, straw, shavings, excelsior or 
other similar flammable rubbish shall be allowed 
to accumulate in any building, yard or premises, 
nnlPHs placed in a covered metal receptacle or in 
a fireproof room provided with fire doors. All 
such material if not so placed, shall be removed 
or destroyed before the close of each business day. 

(2) No uncovered hay, straw or similar combustible 
material shall be placed within 200 feet of any 
building. 

(3) No bonfire or other exposed fire for burning 
flammable waist material shall be kindled within 
20 feet of any building except upon permit of the 
Fire Chief; and, any such burning shall be done 
between sunrise and sunset when a competent 
person shall be constantly in charge of the fire 
until it is extinguished. Burning of flammable 
waste material shall be done in a properly con¬ 
structed brick or metallic burner covered with a 
suitable 1” wire mesh, otherwise.
